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INSTITUTE TO TRAIN TUTORS 

OF DISADVANTAGED CHILDREN 

A special training institute for volunteer tutors who work with 
Washington's disadvantaged children will be conducted this weekend 
by The George Washington University. 

The institute is designed to begin training a hard core of 
volunteer tutors who can in turn train the nearly 2200 persons who 
work with disadvantaged youngsters throughout the metropolitan area. 

Approximately 50 tutors and work group coordinators will 
participate in this the first of two planned training institutes. 

meeting will be held Nov. 4-6, at the Charter House 
Motor Inn, Shirley Highway and Edsel Road, in Fairfax County. 

Project directors Merle G. Van Dyke and Robert W. Prouty, of 
GWU's Department of Special Education, note that although* there are 
approximately 2200 highly committed volunteer tutors in this area, 

virtually all are untrained when it comes to working with disadvantaged 
children.

Institute participants will receive instruction from nationally- 
known consultants in the areas of measurement and evaluation, tutor 
self-concept, psychological and sociological considerations when 
dealing with the disadvantaged, and in developing teaching programs. 

The consultants are: Dr. Richard Bloomer, University of 
Connecticut; Professor Jack Brent, American University; Dr. William 
Fitzgerald, Michigan State University; Dr. John Flynn, University of 
Connecticut; and Professor Stanley Lynch, of the University of Florida. 

Following this weekend's sessions, participants will attempt to 
put into practice in the field that information which they learn in 
the institute. 

They will reunite in January or February for a critical analysis 
of the work of the first institute. At that meeting, it is hoped that 
a training kit for tutors can be developed. Such a kit could then be 
used to systematically train greater numbers of volunteer tutors. 

The entire program is being financed by a grant obtained under 
Title I of the Aid to Education Act, as administered by the 
Consortium of Universities.

An abbreviated version of an I. Q. test will be given on the 
air and listeners will be able to test themselves. Dr. John T. 
bailey, director of The George Washington University Education 
Research Project, will administer a 10 question intelligence test. 

The listener needs only a pencil and paper to participate. 
Answers will be provided and Dr. Dailey will tell the listeners 
how each score compares with the general population. 

Dr. Dailey has noted that the radio test only provides an 
approximate idea of how well one can do on such tests. For precise 
results one must be tested by a trained psychologist. 

The radio test is an academic intelligence test. It measures 
the ability of a child or adult to do good work in school. Dr. 
Dailey will discuss the importance of such tests and the effects 
they can have on an individual's future. 
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GEORGE WASHINGTON TO OFFER GRADUATE 

SCHOLARSHIPS TO AREA TEACHERS 

Officials of the George Washington University School of Education 
have announced a graduate scholarship program in elementary education 
for teachers in Washington and suburban school systems. 

Beginning in February, two teachers each from the District of 
Colvimbia, and the Arlington, Fairfax, Montgomery and Prince Georges 
County school systems will be offered tuition-free scholarships for 
graduate study in any of George Washington's elementary education 
programs. 

Participation in the scholarship program must now be approved 
by all school systems except Arlington which has already announced 
that it will participate. 

"Most professions allow their personnel to continue their 
education at or near full pay," according to Dr. Robert E. Baker, 
assistant dean of GWU's School of Education, "and we feel that 
teachers should be given the same opportunity." 
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Under the program, seletted teachers vc'ild be granted leaves 
c.. absence from the classrootn for one semester's study at GWU. The 
university would pay all tuition costs, and the parent school system 

could pay a portion of the tedcher's salaty under a sabbatical leave 
arrangement * 

The teacher could be replaced in the classroom by an intern 

teacher supplied from GWU's special program in elementary teacher 
education. 

Teachers chosen for the scholarships may study in any o'f the 
School of Education's graduate programs including those in 
curriculum, elementary education, guidance, reading, and school 
administration. 

Teachers must meet the general admissions requirements of the 
university and must be chosen by their school system to participate.

*^LOSr* ORE FOUND 

BY GW PROFESSOR 

A ‘‘lost’* ore deposit in the jungles of Guyana has been 
rediscovered and mapped by a George Washington University professor. 

Specimens of the unique chromium ore, merumite, have been brought 
back to Washington where they will be studied in the laboratories of 
the U.S. Geological Survey and The George Washington University. 

Dr. Charles Milton, research professor of geology at the 
University, directed the expedition to learn more about merumite, 
an extraordinary assemblage of minerals, most of them new to science. 

This heavy black ore was discovered 40 years ago, in streams 
flowing from the Merume Mountains through the swamps and forests of 
the remote interior. Prospectors, seeking gold and diamonds, found 
the ore. They carried samples back to Georgetown, capital of British 
Guiana (now Guyana). The geologists of the British Guiana Geological 
Survey, unable to identify it, sent it to the mineralogists of the 
British Museum in London. There it was found to be an entirely new 
kind of ore, the richest yet known in chromium content.

'*LOST" ORE FOUND 


The deposit proved to be too small for commercial development, 
and in later years merumite was virtually forgotten, except by a few 
scientists. One of these was Dr. Milton, a mineralogist of the 
United States Geological Survey. For many years he had been interested 
in the problems of unraveling the extraordinary mineralogy of merumite. 

In 1958, the Geological Survey reported that the major constituent 
of merumite vjas chromium sesquioxide, a new mineral, called eskolaite. 

Since then, four new chromium minerals have been recognized. 

Because gold and diamonds are found in the merumite-bearing gravels, 
and merumite itself contains free gold (in quantity as yet undetermined), 
further exploration of the dejosits is likely, together with 
continuing investigation of merumite.

The American and George VJashingCon Universities 
announced today that George Washington will acquire 
properties owned by American in the vicinities of 19th 
and F Sts., and 20th and G Sts., N.W. 

Dr, Hurst R. Anderson, president of American, and 
Lloyd H, Elliott, of George Washington, announced an 
agreement which provides for the acquisition of these 
properties by GWU upon the completion of a proposed class¬ 
room building on American's Nebraska Avenue campus. 

Construction on the classroom building is expected 
to begin in late 1967. 
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The "downtown" American University campus has housed 
AU programs within its School of Government and Public 
Administration, The transfer of these programs to the 
main campus will complete the consolidation of AU's campus 
offerings at the Northwest Washington location. 

No details were announced concerning the extent of 
the properties or the costs involved. 
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
